The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teach a pedometer having a ceramic piezoelectric element 
disposed orthogonal to the direction of motion as recited in independent claim 2 or a 
counting circuit including a signal amplifier circuit, a signal detection circuit and a 
processor, inter alia, as recited in independent claim 3. With regard to the Japanese 
Published Application P2003-156508A, this reference states that "in order to detect 
respectively the magnitude of the acceleration of the mutually different direction of n 
pieces, it is desirable to turn said n piezo-electric ceramic diaphragms in the direction 
concerned". Further, applicant has provided a declaration that states that "the 
configuration shown in the Japanese Application, the vibration detectors are not 
orthogonal to the direction of movement" as recited in claim 2.
